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axe falls on player payments 


The economic recession and low 
crowds of last season have prompted 
most national league clubs to slash 
their budgets ruthlessly. 


Most clubs have cut out signing-on fees, others have 
reduced them, 

West Adelaide has wielded the sharpest razor. 
_ Coach Alan Vest has only $100,000 on which to run 
his team — a reduction of almost half. The decision not 
to pay signing-on fees was the reason that star forward 
Graham Honeyman asked for a transfer, but Vest hopes 
that Honeyman will change hia mind. 


APIA, whose total budget of $300,000 Is unche-- 
nged, has offered Incentive bonuses to replace sign- 
ing-on fees, which the club sees as a needless drain on 
funds pre-season. 

Heldelberg has cut out most signing on fees, and 
reduced others. 

Marconi coach Doug Collins returned from overseas 
to find that the $80,000 which had been available for 
team-building, had been withdrawn by the committee 
to meet social club commitments. 

Colins has transferisted Bertie Mariani, Nikola 
Duvnjak and Attila Carbone, and hopes to get enough 
by selling them, to buy others. 

St. George has decided to spend no more than a pit- 


tance on new players and its overall budget has been 
reduced from about $480,000 to $300,000. 

Adelside City is spending practically nothing and 
Sydnay City has also cut Its budget drasticalty, whils 
economy measures have been taken also in Srisbane, 
Wollongong, Canberra and Newcastio. 

The glaring exception are Sydney Olympic and South 
Melbourne Hellas. 

Olympic’s player payments went up marginally, its 
budget is about $350,000 and it started the year by 
splashing out $40,000 on Marshall Soper from APIA 
and Jim Patikas from Sydney City- 


And Hollas spent about $44,000 on Bobby Russell 


(Adelaide City), Ken Murphy (Melbourne Croatia) and 
Oscar Crino (Tung Sing, Hong Kong). 

Hellas conch Rale Rasic is however, phasing out sign- 
ing-on fees and replacing them with bigger win bonu- 
363. 

Griebane Lions scrapped signing fees totally and re- 
duced wages by 25 per cent, but Brisbane City’s ex- 
penditure remains unchanged. 

Lions spokesman John Morkus said: “We and many 
other clube went haywire In the early years of the lea- 
gue, spending fortunes on players’ wages and transfer 
fees. Crowds have not been satisfactory, no matter 
what anyone ssys, s0 we are forced to cut back, othor- 
wise we'll find oursoives in serious trouble.”

The format of the National League almost 
certainly will be changed next year, says 
league chairman Sam Papasavas. 

Mr. Papasavas, former president of South Mel- 
bourne Hellas, was granted the Medal of the Order 
of Australia in the Australia Day honors list last 


He conceded today that the league may be 


“1 am convinced that the present format is unmanagable in 
the light of the league’s problems,” he said. 


“The format has to be 
reassessed because of the 
constant rise in air fares 
and the uneven geogra- 
phical representation.” 


Many sectors of soccer, in- 
cluding this newspaper, have 
been pressing for a regiona- 
lised national competition to 
reduce the astonomical trav- 
elling costs, which are out of 
proportion to gate receipts. 


Mr. Papasavas, asked to 
outline his aims for 1983, 
added; 


“‘We must divide the admin- 
istration of soccer between the 
amateur and professional 
sides of the game. Profes- 
sional soccer should be separ- 
ate, yet still under the aus- 
pices of the ASF. I have been 
saying for some time that 
there should be three VSF 
vice-presidents, each with a 
different responsibility — one 
for professional soccer, one 
for amateur and one for ju- 
niors, for example. 


“Also, players from the top 
lesen who are nearing the end 
of their careers, should be able 
to go down to the amateur 
level easily, meaning transfer 
fees for them would have to be 
restricted. 


‘and there should be sim- 
ilar restriction on fees for 
players stepping up from ama- 
teur to professional soccer. 
Restrictions on the promotion 
of young players is contrary to 
the progress of the game.”

League of Australia (N.S.L.), were: 


e Sam Papasavas (South Melbourne Hellas) re-elected unop- 
posed as chairman of the league for 1983. 


e Guido Canale (Brisbane City), David Dillon (Canberra), 
Jim Carapetis (West Adelaide) and Tony Labbozzetta (Marconi) 
elected to the management committee for 1983. The only change 
to the outgoing management committee was the replacement of 
John Morkus (Brisbane Lions) by Mr. Canale. 


e Harry Lakmaker re-appointed honorary treasurer. 


e During 1983 the league will adopt the points system 
currently in existence in the English Football League — three 
points for a win, one point for a draw and no points for a loss. 


e The substitution rule will remain the same. Only one player 
from each team will be allowed to be substituted during the 
match. 


e The 1983 Cup competition will be run on the same lines as the 
1982 Philips Cup and will involve teams from the National Soccer 
League only.

Soccer may lose the ABC before its pro- 


posed weekly show starts, as the big TV 
battle continues to rage. 

The ABC has threatened to drop its soccer plans 
if Australia’s international games are shown on the 
Seven network. 

Channel 0/28 however will push ahead with its soccer 
coverage, 23 it has for the past two years. 

The ABC deal was practically signed and sealed before West 
Nally underwrote the national league for at least the 1983 season. 

The ABC's plan was to run a weekly one-hour programme on 
more than 220 stations nationally, covering NSL match highlights. 

But when West Nally agreed to back the ASF and the NSL 
financially, it did so only because it saw the opportunity to recoup 
its money by selling advertising deals te major companies. 

And major companies can be attracted much more easily with 
the lure of commercial TV exposure. 

So West Nally specified in its deal with the ASF that rights to 
all of the Socceroos’ international matches must be offered to 
commercial networks. 

The ABC was far from pleased. It argues that if it covers only 
the NSL it will have only the cake, without the icing. 


The message is: no icing, no cake! 


West Nally argues that without the backing of a commercial 
network, there would be no international matches, for it is the 
commercial backing that will provide the money to stage the 
matches.

West Nally will outline its ‘Project 86°" soccer package at a 
Press conference in Sydney tomorrow (Thursday). 

It will make the point that commercial TV is necessary be- 
cause sponsor companies require paid air time to reinforce the 
advertising on hoardings around the playing pitch. 

Part of ‘‘Project '86’’ which is aimed at the Socceroos quali- 
fying for the 1986 World Cup finals, is a possible inter-continental 
tie between the champion clubs of Australia and the USA in 1984.

Fundraising is proceeding in 
a steady, if not spectacular 
manner, with some $10,000 col- 
lected from supporters in 
recent weeks, Presto Small- 
goods committed to continuing 
their sponsorship worth at 
least $20,000 in 1983, a major 
social function at the Hakoah 
Club on March 5 and publica- 
tion of a yearbook in the plan- 
ning stages. 

There are also major prob- 
lems facing the club although, 
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with the planned involvement 
of some 20 nationalities; 

e Borrowing the tried and 
tested American idea of spe- 
cial ‘‘Theme days” for home 
matches, with specific promo- 
tions and give-aways on Moth- 
ers’ Day and similar occa- 
sions; 

® Investigating the feasibi- 
lity of closed circuit live tele- 
casts of away games att he 
Hakoah Club; 

e Importation of a top-class 
foreign guest player for at 
least four matches in mid-sea- 
son, and 

e Staging two home away 
from the Sydney Athletic 
Field, with the match against 
Newcastle at Gosford’s Cen- 
tral Coast Leagues Club, and 
another planned for the Manly- 
Warringah area. 

An effort also will be made 
to improve the club's relations 
with the media generally by 
cleaning up and improving the 
facilities at the Athletic Field, 
and ensuring better service in 
minor but vital areas, such as 
the provision of team line-ups 
and other information. 

Mendels revealed a “new

Next came Iv- 
kovic, our captain and right 
back. | probably was third, but 
because | had such a tre- 
mendous leap and often was 
heading the ball clear, the 
newspapers and radio singled 
me out as Yugoslavia’s best 
player.” 

Legendary Uruguayan clubs, 
Naciona! and Penarol, fought to 
sign Mihailovic on professional 
forms. Both lost. 

“| didn't want to sign as a 
professional. You know, we 
were all amateurs in the Yu- 
goslavian team. | was nearing 
the end of my law studies and | 


didn't want to throw away the 
chance of a career in the legal 
profession. | tumed the Umn- 
guayan clubs down. The money 
they offered me was very good 
back in those days. | was to get 
a big fee to sign on as well asa 
monthly wage.” 

Mihailovic's playing days all 
but énded in Czechoslovakia. 
BSK was playing in Prague 
ageinst the Czech club 
champion. IN the 80th minute 
the crack defender broke his leg 
in a tackle. 

“| recovered but | was never 
the same. We went to France 
for an exhibition game and | 
played because of my name and 
reputation but shortly after that 
| gave the game away.” 

Mihailovic concentrated on 
his legal practice in Belgrade. 
He also became a lieutenant in 
the Roya! Yugoslav army. 

The Second World War and 
the ensuing political, economic 
and social upheaval in Yugos- 
lavia forced Mihailovic to flee to 
Italy where he joined the RAF 
until coming to Australia in 
1949. His legal qualifications 
weren't recognised here so he 
started work at the RAAF base 
in Sale. 

“Some Yugoslav people con- 
tacted me and they said that 
they wanted to start a soccer 
club. It was to be called JUST. 
The president was Ivan Kuketz. 
He ran the Birmingham Hotel in 
Smith Street, Fitzroy. 


“| decided to coach this new 
team so | moved to Melbourne 
and stayed in the Birmingham 
Hotel. 

“Our first league game was 
against the best team in Victor- 
la at the time — Brighton — 
and we surprised the soccer 
world by winning 3-0. It was 
big news, In fact “The Argus” 
wrote a big story about our club 
and about me playing. for Yu- 
gosiavia in the World Cup.” 

Mihailovic married while in 
Melboume but his wife wanted 
to leave the suburbs. A success- 
ful two year stay at JUST ended 
when Mihailovic moved back to 
Sale. 

For a few years in the mid- 
1950s he remained involved in 
soccer by forming Sale City 
United and coaching it to 
success in the local Battle of 
Britain Cup and a meritorious 

1-0 win over crack Metbournian 
visitor Slavia. 

However Sale City United 
folded after a handful of years 
taking with it the last active in- 
volvement Mihailovic had with 
soccer. 

He hasn‘t watched JUST for 
years but he still maitnains a 
broad interest in Australian soc- 
cer. 

“Soccer is much improved in 
Australia. We have a lot of good 
young players here and I'm con- 
vinced that ventually we will be 
as good as the rest of the 
world.”

If so, 8 
clash between Lions and Sydney Olympic 
would be a thrill-a-minute affair. 

Kistemaker has definite views on importing 
players. He arrived here last Boxing Day and 
by early January was so unimpressed by mid- 
fielder Jim Maclean that he placed him on the 
transfer list. Macloan joined Morwell Falcons 
late last month. 

“Not only must ovorsens playérs be of a far 
superior standard than local players, they also 


must be more professional in their attitude. 
The young players here must mix with imports 
who can help develop a professional approach 
in theses youngster,’’ said Kistemaker.

Roy Jones is 
known as the gentle 
giant of the national 
youth team. 


Weighing 87 kilos and stand- 
ing 1.92 metres (6ft 4 ins), 
Jones towers over most of his 
team-mates and is regarded 
by national coach Les Scheinf- 
lug as one of his key defenders. 

Jones speaks quietly, has a 
ready smile and has improved 
tremendously in the past three 
months from a defensive full- 
back to an over-lapping ag- 
pressive attacker. 

“My father started me in 
soccer as a five-year-old play- 
ing in a Perth Under 8 com- 
petition, and also trained with 
me every day for half an hour 
during the winter at a nearby 
school,” he said. 

‘‘When I was 14 he told me I 
had to decide whether to con- 
tinue in soccer so I stayed with 
the game and was selected in 
the reserve team for Perth 
Second Division club Stirling 
Cracovia 

“Mal Brown, the coach, had 
a good stopper and a sweeper 
but was short on fullbacks, so 
he looked at my height and 
said that was my position. The 
following year I transferred to 
Forrestfield where I was se- 
lected as leftback in the firsts. 


“Jimmy Shoulder offered 
me a scholrship in 1979 to play 
with the Institute of Sport in 
Canberra after watching me in 
the national youth titles and 
I’ve been there since.” 

Jones is styudying for a 
teaching diploma at the in- 
Stitute, and was tagged the 
“gentle giant’’ by his pupils, 
which carried over into the 
national team. 

“I always have been con- 
scious of my size and was 
never aggressive early in my 
career, being content to stop 
the ball and clear it,” he said. 

“TI was known as ‘Tank’ for 
many years, and not for block 
busting runs, although I was 
the West Australian 200 
metres school sprint 
champion. In my last year 
with Forrestfield, coach Ray 
Illot pushed me to go in harder 
and move with the ball. 

“Last October, just before 
the Acapulco tour, I realised I 
could tackle an opposing play- 
er, work the ball and not get 
hurt. In addition, Les Scheinf- 
lug did point out that I had to 
learn to tackle hard or I would 
be out of the team.”’ 

Jones is teaching primary 
school, and is allowed to study 
while on tour. He is engaged in 
a second course at the 
Canberra College of Advanced 
Education which involves 
computer programming and ts 
looking seriously at computer 
work as a back-up when he fin- 
ishes his soccer career. 

“By nature, Roy is gentle 
and is always willing to listen. 
It is not easy to motivate him 
before a game, but he can now 
be a very hard and determined 
player if he becomes upset,”’ 
said Scheinflug.

All that adds up to enter- 
tainment and that’s exactly 
what the public wants. It’s 
been said that a club supporter 
wants nothing apart from 
seeing his team win but I be- 
lieve that the way the team 
wins is also important to him. 


Sydney City won 
championships galore but its 
general play has not inspired 
ecstacy among its spectators, 
hence the low attendances- 
Sure, there’s more to it than 
that, but one surely would 
expect marginally larger 
crowds if the entertainment 
value were greater. 


A team can lose 0-1 and still 
draw applause because it has 
given total effort, but a team 
can win 1-0 despite a com- 
pletely negative approach. 
Spectators of the losing team 
will come back, but fans of the 
negative team will stay away 
in greater and greater 
numbers the longer the nega- 
tive approach persists. 


Teams that sit back, waiting 
for the opponents to make an 
error, will pay dearly under 
the new points system. You 
will achieve far more by forc- 
ing errors than waiting for 
them to occur. 


The need to provide enter- 
tainment is more important 
now because there is a real 
chance that the economic de- 
pression will cause people to 
say at home rather than part 
with their money. 


Players, and coaches, make 
their living from the game so; 
for them, it comes down to 
keeping or losing their jobs. 
They must be prepared to give 
more than they’ve given in the 
past, and I'm sure they will 
rise to the occasion. 






Garrincha, joy 
of the people

The death of Garrincha, announced on 
January 19, was a tragic but predictable 
end for a great athlete who failed to come 
to terms with life when his glorious career 


closed. 


Garrincha, 49, died in 
Rio after fracturing his 
skull in a fall. 


Born with severely twis- 
ted legs, Manoel Francisco 
dos Santos underwent a 
series of operations during 
his infancy, yet always had a 
deformed left leg. 

It was miraculous there- 
fore that the youngster was 
able to kick a ball, let alone 
have aspirations of becom- 
ing a professional footballer. 

A professional footballer 
he did become however 
when Botofogo signed him 
from junior club Pau Grand- 


e. 
The young winger became 
an instant favorite and was 
rechristened Garrincha 
CrJoy of the People’) by 
Botofogo .fans. In 1957 he 
spearheaded the club’s Rio 
championship success, only 
their second ever, and won 
his first international cap 
Ss was only a second 
er his country at the start o 
we following year’s World 


up. 

After two games in Swe- 
den, Brazil introduced Gar- 
rincha, along with a 17-year- 
old named Pele, into its line 
up at the insistence of the 





team's senior players and 
proved irresistible on the 
right flank. In the final he 
laid on a couple of goals for 
Vava after Sweden had 
scored a 4th minute opener. 
Brazil went on to win 5-2. 

The South Americans 
started the 1962 Mundial as 
overwhelming favorites, The 
loss of Pele through injury in 
the second match would 
have devastated most 
teams, but such were Bra- 
zil’s resources that its supe- 
riority never appeared to be 
seriously threatened. 

Once again Garrincha 
proved devastating, scoring 
twice against both England 
and Chile as the holders 
strode majestically through 
to the final. 

Unfortunately he was sent 
off against the Chileans, but 
escaped the normally auto- 
matic suspension to fine up 
against Czéchoslovakia. 
Here the bow-legged winger 
had one of his quieter match- 
es, failed to find the net and 
had to be content sharing the 
tournament’s leading scorer 
title with five others. 


Nobody though could begr- 
udge him a second world Cup 
winners’ medal. 


He remained an integral 
part of Brazil’s 1966 World 
Cup side but England was 
not a happy hunting ground 
for the champions. The 3-1 
defeat inflicted by Hungary 
was Garrincha’s 4lst and 


“s last international and the 


only loss he experienced 
while wearing a Brazilian 


jersey. 

He delayed retirement for 
a further six years in which 
Flamengo, Bangu, Portu- 
guesa Santista and Olaria 
were served. Only a serious 


|; knee injury forced him to 
' hang up his boots at 39. 


Loneliness and the break- 
down of his marriage trig- 
gered a drinking problem 
which was to haunt him for 
the rest of his life. To make 
matters worse each visit to 
the alcoholics’ clinic was ea- 
gerly catalogued by Brazil’s
